Soviet Lodges 
A Protest on 
f Bandit 9 Act

MOSCOW —The Soviet Union 
Friday night lodged a formal pro- 
test with the US. Embassy m Mos- 
cow, asserting that a member of its 
embassy staff in Grenada was in- 
jured in a “bandit” attack on the 
mission carried out by U.S. Air 
Force planes. 

A Foreign Ministry note con- 
demned the encroachment on the 
inviolability of a diplomatic mis- 
sion and warned that the US. gov- 
ernment “bears full responsibility 
for the Hfe and security of Soviet 
citizens in Grenada.” 

[In Washington, the State De- 
partment denied Friday that Amer- 
ican aircraft or ground troops had 
fired on the Soviet Embassy, but 
confirmed that Soviet officials bad 
complained that some of their per- 
sonnel had been slightly wounded, 
David Shribman of The New York 
Times reported.] 

[Havana denied U.S. charges of a 
Cuban buildup on Grenada while 
Britain said finding weapons 
caches an the island did not justify 
an invasion.] 

[In Washington, the Republican- 
controlled Senate voted, 64 to 20, 
Friday to require the president to 
withdraw U.S. forces from Grena- 
da within the 60-day limit of the 
War Powers Act The Senate acted 
the day after the Democratic-coo- 
trolled House Foreign Affairs 
Committee approved a amiKar 
measure, 32 to 2.

WASHINGTON — President 
Ronald Reagan used his speech 
Thursday night to justify the inva- 
sion of Grenada and the U.S. Ma- 
rines' presence in Lebanon in terms 
of vital U.S. interests that go be- 
yond earlier explanations provided 
by the administration. 

“The events in Lebanon and 
Grenada, though oceans apart, are 
closely related,” be said.

Egg Transplants Succeed 
With Infertile Monkeys

NEW YORK — Monkeys with 
their ovaries removed have given 
birth to normal offspring in experi- 
ments that strongly suggest that 
bnnriang could do the same. 

Medical scientists said the re- 
search offered hope of parenthood 
for a substantial group of women 
who are sterile because their ova- 
ries do not function normally. 

- One research group in the Unit- 
ed States ** p lanning to use* simi- 
lar technique eadY next year for 
infertile women. The piquancies 
would be adoptive in the sense that 
the fertilized female egg would 
come from a donor.

■ Earlier this your, another 
succeeded twice in helping in 
women become pregnant with em- 
bryos transplanted from fertile 
women soon after fertilization. 
Those recipients did have ovarian 
hormone function. Die research in 
monkeys indicates that pregnan- 
cies be induced even in women 
with no functioning ovaries. 

In the new experiments, mon- 
keys received transplanted fertil- 
ized eggs and were treated with two 
hormones necessary for pregnancy. 

The research is considered par- 
ticularly important because it 
shows thatooly two hormones, es- 
trogen and progesterone, are need- 
ed to establish a successful preg- 
nancy in monkeys and, therefore, 
presumably in humans. This had

He again wears a Soviet 
uniform and carries a Soviet-made 
Kalashnikov assault rifle, but . now 
it is in the service of tbe mujahidin 
of the Panjshir Valley at this guer- 
rilla base about 90 miles (145 kilo- 
meters) north of KabuL 

“Here life is much better than in 
my home village,” he said. “1 am 
free here, but there I and my family 
were not free.” 

U I am happy I am fighting 
against the Soviets,” Baishem add- 
ed, “because I am a Moslem and J 
am fighting against non-Moslems." 

At an isolated farmhouse in a 
side valley south of here, four other 
Soviet citizens do not share Bai- 
shem's freedom. 

They were captured in January 
in different places outside the Paig- 
sbir and brought here as prisoners 
of. war. They wear green Afghan 
clothes with jackets and rubber 
canrials. All are blond, fresh-faced 
and young — two are 19 and two 
are 20 years old. They appear be- 
wildered, and at times Frightened. 

Like Baishem, the four prisoners 
seemed to have little idea what they 
were fighting for in Afghanistan. 
Together, they symbolize a major 
failure of the Soviet war effort here. 

In the nearly four years since 
Moscow intervened in Afghanistan 
and installed an obedient cheat 
government with a veteran Com- 
munist, Babrak KarmaL as presi- 
dent, Soviet troops have often 
proved to be ineffective in combat, 
with low morale and no dear con- 
cept of whom they are supposed to 
be fighting or why. 

For the most part poorly trained, 
badly motivated and unprepared 
for gnerrilla warfare In rugged, 
mountainous terrain, the Soviet 
Army has failed to make any signif- 
icant headway against the mujahi- 
din. Instead, it has become bogged 
down in a stalemate against bands 
of disorganized, lightly armed Is- 
lamic warriors whose main weap- 
ons are courage an d fierce dedica- 
tion to their cause.

On Wednesday Mr. Reagan told 
a group of visitors, “I think the 
evidence that I have is sufficient 
that this last horrendous act in- 
volved Iranian terrorists and they 
were facilitated in their entry ana 
in the provision of the munitions 
by the Syrians.” 

Thursday night, he said, “Those 
who directed this atrocity must be 
dealt justice. They will be.” 

In Paris on Thursday. Mr. Shultz 
told the British. French and Italian 
foreign ministers that the United 
Stales was considering options for 
retaliation. Those could be rather 
benign, such as providing unhiaiy 
assistance to Iraq, which is locked 
in a war with Iran, or more dramat- 
ic, such as an attack on a Syrian 
position. State Department offi- 
cials cautioned against drawing 
any conclusions, but one official 
said that “after Grenada, any- 
thing's possible.” 

The apparent purpose of the 
speech Thursday, however, was to 
be tough but not bellicose at a time 
when many allies are concerned 
that Mr. Reagan has been too quick 
on tbe trigger in Grmada and too 
explosive in his vocabulary.

mary objective. 

A senior administration official, 
briefing reporters minutes before 
the president went on television to 
discuss the Grenada invasion and 
the Lebanese crisis, said, “Cuba 
intended to exploit G renada as a 
major base of operations in that 
part of the world.” 

Mr. Reagan defended his deci- 
sion to keep marines in Lebanon in 
the aftermath of the Beirut massa- 
cre on grounds that the Mideast 
country was vital to the nation’s 
security. At the same time, he 
pledged to see that the marines “are 
given the greatest possible protec- 
tion.” 

The president said that although 
oceans apart, events in Lebanon 
and Grenada were related because 
the Soviet Union had encouraged 
violence in both antmries and 
“provides direct support through a 
network of surrogates and terror- 
ists.” 

Speaking of the coup that recent- 
ly replaced a Marxist government 
in Grenada with one that he said 
was even more radical and more 
devoted to Fidel Castro’s Cuba, 
Mr. Reagan said it was “no coinci- 
dence that Mien the thugs tried to 
wrest control over Grenada, there 
were 30 Soviet advisers and hun- 
dreds of Cuban military and para- 
military forces on the island.** 

When U.S. forces landed on Gre- 
nada, the president said, the Unit- 
ed States communicated with die 
governments of Cuba and the Sovi- 
et Union and offered to provide

But Caspar W. Weinberger, the 
UR defense secretary, took a skep- 
tical view of Mr. Andropov's state- 
ments, saying: “Tve not seen any 
suggestion from the Soviets except 
that we should not respond” to the 
Soviet deployment of about 360 
SS-20 nuclear missiles in Europe 
and Asia in recent years. 

In his statement Wednesday, Mr. 
Andropov said it would be “impos- 
sible” to continue the Geneva t?lkg 
if deployment of UR missiles be- 
gins as scheduled. But he also 
expressed flexibility on the number 
of missil es aimed at Western Eu- 
rope, saying that the Soviet arsenal 
might be reduced to “about 140" 
SS-20s, which cany three warheads 
each In previous statements, Sovi- 
et officials have insisted on keeping 
at least 1 62 missfles, the same num- 
ber as are now maintained by 
France and Britain. 

At their meeting here in Canada, 
the Western military leaders reaf- 
firmed NATO's decision to deploy 
the UR missiles targeted on Soviet 
territory. Installation of S72 new 
weapons is due to begin in Decem- 
ber in West Germany and Britain, 
and later in Italy, Belgium and the 
Netherlands, unless an arms con- 
trol agreement is reached first.

Weapons and ammunition were 
stacked high in six houses. Some of 
the crates, which bore Soviet letter- 
ing, were addressed to the Cuban 
Office of Economics. 

Earlier at the White House. Rob- 
ert C. McFariane, the national se- 
curity adviser, disclosed that UJS.

Thirty years after their execu- 
tion for espionage, Julius and 
Ethel Rosenberg are again 
arousing the sort of passion and 
division that their case created 
in 1953. 

The Rosenbergs were sen- 
tenced to death for passing 
atomic secrets to (he Soviet 
Union and were electrocuted in 
Sing Sing at Ossining, New 
York, after numerous appeals 
failed. The judge in their case 
said they bad helped to cause 
many thousands of U.S. casual- 
ties in Korea, and President Ei- 
senhower also condemned their 
crime. 

But many Americans have 
continued to believe that the 
Rosenbergs were innocent and 
were the scapegoats of spy fe- 
ver. Two of them, Walter and 
Miriam Schaefer, published a 
book called “Invitation to an 
Inquest” in 1965 and an updat- 
ed version this y ear. It coincid- 
ed with the publication of a 
book written by former sup- 
porters of the Rosenber gs who 
now believe that Mr. Rosenberg 
was a spy and his wife probably 
at least knew of his activities.

NEW YORK “With tears and 
expressions of relief, scores of 
American students evacuated from 
Grenada praised the Reagan ad- 
ministration and U.S. invasion 
faces for bringing them safely 
away. 

Many of the students from St 
George’s University School of 
Medicine said Thursday that they 
had not been directly threatened or 
en dan gere d by the tnrmnfl, and 
some said they believed their safety 
bad been used as an by me 
United States to invade Grenada. 

But others told of bullets crash- 
ing through their domnwry rooms 
during the invasion, of a week of 
campus confinement under the 
government's curfew, of soldiers 
pointing guns at them and of wad- 
ing through surf to board rescue 
helicopters amid gunfire and explo- 
sions. 

“There was a buQct in a friend of 
mine’s pillow, and one went 
through the room right nest to me,” 
said Steven Piccard of Dearborn, 
Michigan .“We didn’t lmpw who 
was firing or what was happening.” 

“We just crawled to the back of 
our room and we laid there 
... praying for our lives because we 
thought we were going to die;” said 
Rosanna Marin of New Yoric City. 
“The only time 1 felt safe was when 
I got into that lecture ball and they 
told ns that if s Americans.” . 

Many of the students said that 
supplies of food and water began 
i imning low Tuesday, after aweek- 
long curfew had been imposed by 
Grenada’s military leaders follow- 
ing the slaying of P rime Minister 
Manrice Bishop on Oct. 19. Under 
the terms of the curfew, people on 
the street were to be shot on sight, 
the students said. 

“I saw soldiers with guns dming 
the curfew,” said Elizabeth Nelson 
of Woodmere.

TOKYO — Former Prime Min- 
ister Kakuei Tanaka, who was con- 
victed on bribery charges earlier 
this month, apparently refused Fri- 
day to resign from the Diet, after a 
sieeting with Prime Minister Yasu- 
hiro Nakasone. 

Mr. Nakasone had said earlier 
that he would “stake my political 
life" on a resolution of the current 
parliamentary deadlock over oppo- 
sition demands that Mr. Tanaka 
resign. After the meeting, which 
lasted nearly two hours, Mr. Naka- 
sone said that he had met Mr. Ta- 
naka as “a long-time friend to give 
him some advice." 

Mr. Nakasone did not say 
whether he had asked Mr. Tanaka, 
his chief supporter in the parlia- 
ment, to relinquish bis seat But 
officials in the governing Liberal 
Democratic Party said they be- 
lieved the talks had focused on the 
resignation. 

Mr. Tanaka shook his head when 
he was asked after the meeting if he 
would give up his seat He later 
issued a statement saying, “At this 
critical time; I will exercise self- 
restraint in respect to the expecta- 
tions of the Japanese nation/’ Ob- 
servers understood the statement to 
mean that Mr. Tanaka would hold 
on to his seat in the lower house of 
the parliament. 

“Resignation is tantamount to 
political death," a party official 
quoted Mr. Tana Ira as saying. 

Opposition jparties, bolstered by 
surveys that show a wide majority 
of the public favors Mr. Tanaka’s 
withdrawal from political life, have 
demanded that the Diet consider a 
motion seeking Mr. Tanaka’s resig- 
nation before they debate any other 
legislation. 

The move, which has produced a 
legislative deadlock for the past 
two weeks, has attracted supporters 
from within some sections of the 
Liberal Democratic Party itself.

BEUING — The Soviet Union 
has offered to freeze its military 
buildup along the Chinese frontier, 
remove nuclear weapons from bor- 
der areas and establish a Moscow- 
Beging communications ho tline as 
“confidence-b uilding measures" to 
improve relations, according to in- 
formed diplomats. 

Leonid F. Ilyichev, a deputy So- 
viet foreign minister, who has con- 
cluded nearly four weeks of tatirg 
with Chinese officials, also re- 
newed Moscow’s offer of a nonag- 
gression pact with Beg ing and pro- 
posed that Chinese and Soviet 
foreign ministers, and later the 
prune ministers, meet to lay a firm 
foundation for better ties. 

The Soviet proposals, described 
as the most far-reaching Moscow 
has made in its search for a rap- 
prochement with Beijing, were re- 
ceived with a nonco mmi ttal Chi- 
nese pledge to study them, the 
diplomats said Thursday. 

The proposals also included the 
doubling of Chinese-Soviet trade 


next year with a further increase in 
1985, Soviet renovation of factories 
that Moscow built 25 years ago, 
expansion of scientific, technical 
and academic exchanges and the 
resumption of cultural exchanges. 

Although no details were avail- 
able. the scope of the Soviet pro- 
posals suggested a major initia tive 
by Moscow to accelerate the im- 
provement erf its relations with 
Beijing. 

China's response is likely to be 
slow, deliberate and cautious. 
However attractive the Soviet pro- 
posals may seem, each is certain to 
require matching Chinese conces- 
sions that Beijing may find too dif- 
ficult, diplomats observed. The 
freeze on frontier deployments, for 
example, could severely limit Chi- 
na’s military modernization, and 
nuclear-free zones in border areas 
could restrict China, whose missiles 
have shorter ranges, more than the 
Soviet Union. 

Mr. Ilyichev, who met Thursday 
with Chinese Foreign Minister Wu 
Xueqian, was described by East 
European diplomats as satisfied 
with China’s willingness to consid- 


er and discuss the Soviet proposals 
rather than iqect them out of hand 
with renewed insistence that prob- 
lems such as the Soviet intervention 
in Afghanistan and the Vietnamese 
occupation of Cambodia be re- 
solved first 

In its brief report of the Wu- 
Dyichev meeting, the C hinese news 
agency, in fact did not refer, as 
China normally does, to the “ob- 
stacles" to the improvement of re- 
lations with the Soviet Union, and 
diplomats took this as a si gnal of 
Beijing’s willingness to proceed, as 
Moscow has wanted, in areas where 
there are fewer problems. 

China, for its part, is understood 

to have put forward its own plan 
for troop reductions along the bor- 
der and pressed as well for a phased 
removal of the 108 intermediate- 
range SS-20 missiles the Soviet 
Union has deployed in Asia and for 
the destruction of their launching 
sites. Again, no details were avail- 
able. 

But Soviet diplomats were satis- 
fied that, as one said, their dialogue 
with China had taken “a new direc- 
tion.”

ARJS — Strange how some art- 


ists. who were in one way or 
another central to the art world of 
their time, go into eclipse. 

Take, far instance, Jean Cocteau. 
Cocteau’s position was a direct re- 
sult of die way art lived and 
breathed in the years between the 
world wars. He was, in a sense, a 
go-between who governed with 
keen discernment the interaction 
between the wodd of art and soci- 
ety as it appears in Proust’s novels 
or Cary Grant movies. 

Cocteau summed up his own tal- 
ent by saying that be knew “up to 
where you could go too far.” He 
was a protean man with a brilliant 
mind and an uneven talent, but 
also with a co nj urer's gift for daz- 
zling and confusing the spectator 
and sometimes persuading him to 
take tinsel for solid gold. 

Thai is a specifically theatrical 
talent — and Cocteau was, after all, 
first and foremost a man of the 
theater. He win no doubt be re- 
membered for a long time for some 
remarkable movies, including 
“Beauty and the Beast,” which has 
lost none of its fairy-tale aura, and 
“Les Enfants Ternbks,” with its 
striking camera work, but he was 
also a poet, a writer, a dramatist, a 
painter an epigrammatic wit 
almost in ihe tradition of Oscar 
Wilde. 

Two shows marking the 20th an- 
niversary of his death present 


drawings, paintings, sketches, pho- 
tographs (at the Proscenium gal- 
lery), and, in addition to works by 
Cocteau, a selection of family por- 
traits, photos and painting* by 
those dose to Him inrlmting Jean 
Marais, who acted in many of his 
films and was his lifelong friend ( at 
LudeWeflTs). 

Cocteau's drawings are some- 
times amusing sketches, but on the 
whole they are the clever exploita- 
tion of a simple graphic formula, a 
sort of glorified doodle that makes 
any of his drawings unmistakably 
his. 

This in no way downgrades Coc- 
teau because he never was thought 
of as a great painter. He was a 
remarkable man who also painted, 
and he was an important ferment in 
the Paris an community of his day. 

It was to Cocteau, fix’ instance, 
that the precocious Raymond Ra- 
di guet came with his first novel 
when be was about 15 (he died of 
typhus when he was 20) and Coc- 
teau all his life played the role of 
mentor and friend of artists, as well 
as master of ceremonies for the 
soda I set that wanted to be bril- 
liantly entertained. 

That set, with its qualities and 
fanlts, no longer exists today, and 
the mercurial Jean Cocteau himself 
now appears as a witness to a way 
of life that has vanished.

No one was surprised last month when the 
Soviet government refused to let reporters near 
the place where Korean Flight 007 bad been 
shot down: Everybody knows how open the 
Russians are to public scrutiny. But there is 
plenty of reason for surprise now, in Grenada, 
for this time it is the U.S. government that has 
been trying in keep the public in the dart. 

At first it kept out all reporters, period. Even 
Thursday afternoon it let in only a small 
group, not including even one newspaper re- 
porter, and for only a few hours. 

How does the Reagan administration justify 
thus trying to blind press and public? It gives 
three explanations; each is feeble, infuriating. 

■ Danger. Defense Secretary Caspar Wein- 
berger said reporters were barred because the 
troops were unable “to guarantee any kind of 
safety” Safety? Let Mr. Weinberger consider 
the Iwo Jima memorial, not a mtie from his 
office — the marines raising the flag on Mount 
SuribachL How much safety does be think was 
guaranteed to Joe Rosenthal of The Associat- 
ed Press, who took the famous picture? 

Let Mr. Weinberger think about the S3 
reporters who died in Southeast Asia between 
1961 and 1975. They knew the government 
bore no responsibility for their safety. So did 
the government. All i t asked for then was that 
they sign releases from federal responsibility. 

■ Military necessity. General John Vessey 
Jr. the chair man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
said the operation required surprise. For a 
brief time that was a responsible concern, but 
to bar reporters is a sledgehammer solution. 
Even in World War II reporters were allowed 
along on operations, including commando 


operations, subject to news embargoes or 
appropriate censorship. 

There is another necessity, the same one that 
led the Air Force to take William Laurence of 
The Times on the flight that dropped the 
atomic bomb on Nagasaki in 1945. Democra- 
cies depend on trust, and trust in war, small or 
large, depends on credible witnesses. 

■ I'm just a civSian. Secretary Weinberger's 
most astonishing rationale was that the com- 
manders of the operation did not want report- 
ers along, and he “wouldn't ever dream of 
overriding a commander's decision.” What a 
perversion of the idea of civilian control of the 
military. If some general does not understand 
the big principle at stake, then Chilian com- 
manders — including the defense secretary — 
surely should. 

The principle is not hard to grasp. It is not a 
case of accommodating a few hundred report- 
ers or their employers. It is a case of responsi- 
bility to 235 million Americans who depend on 
those reporters. The public needs to know 
what its government is doing, the more so 
when it commits troops to an expedition 
whose wisdom is debated so heatedly. When a 
government flouts that need for knowledge so 
baldly, it ignites blazing suspicion. 

Does the administration regard itself as be- 
yond public scrutiny? Or docs it have some- 
thing to hide, fearing that an informed public 
would be less supportive of the intervention? If 
it is neither, then let the administration open 
up, and promptly. Let it demonstrate that 
America intervened in Grenada with its eyes 
wide open — ail of them.

How Large the Quotas 


Everybody agrees that it would be best for 
the United States and Japan to settle the 
automobile import quarrel before President 
Reagan's trip to Japan. He is scheduled to land 
in Tokyo on Nov. 9. But not everybody can 
agree how large those quotas should be. 

The present quota agreement expires at the 
end of March. Under it, Japan ships 1.68 
minion cars a year to the United States. Most 
of the American automobile industry — with 
one gigantic exception — wants an indefinite 
extension of the status quo. One argument is 
that the overpriced dollar, and the underpriced 
yen, give the Japanese manufacturers an ad- 
vantage that no possible cost-cutting or gains 
in productivity in American plants can match. 
Thai is not a frivolous point. The Japanese 
government wants the quotas ended but is- 
willing to extend the agreement fora year if the 
quotas are expanded. 

The Reagan administration is against im- 
port restrictions in principle, and that princi- 
ple is correct Bui at tins point you would 
probably be right in assuming that its fust 
choice is a year's extension to get through the 
election, at whatever level draws the least pro- 
test from the companies and the United Auto 
■Workers. Here things get complicated.

The auto quotas are no longer a simple 
dispute between an American position and a 
Japanese position. The shewing and elbowing 
on each side of the table is getting rougher. 
While the quotas will be extended for another 
year, they may not hold up a great deal longer 
than that. If they are not ended by the applica- 
tion of presidential open-market principles, 
the changing nature of competition in a turbu- 
lent industry may do the job.

Russia, America and Grenada 

Inexorably, the gap between Washington 
and Moscow continues to widen. The latest 
initiative in this regard came from Yuri An- 
dropov, who has solemnly affirmed that the 
deployment of Pershing-2 and erase missiles 
in Western Europe “will make it impossible to 
pursue the Geneva negotiations.”

W ASHINGTON — As the up-

We live in a world whose vast ma- 
jority is ruled by brute force, and 
where law proceeds in most places 
from the band of somebody’s gun. 
That was certainly the situation in 
Grenada until Tuesday morning. 

Where the new world differs from 
the old is in the cynical tendency to 
invoke law any time free and lawful 
societies combine to resist thnggish 
mischief. 

In Grenada, in addition to the dan- 
ger to several hundred young Ameri- 
cans, we had seen the government of 
Maurice Bishop overthrown, Mr. 
Bishop himself murdered (possibly 
for seeking better relations with the 
United States), and the Cubans on 
the verge of becoming the only force 
sufficient to control events. If that 
did not point Grenada toward be- 
coming a satellite, it made a mockery 
of the queen’s titular authority. 

The more imaginative interpreters 
of the international scene claim that 
Lbe invasion of Grenada establishes a 
Reagan version of the Brezhnev doc- 
trine. The absurdity of that view will 
soon be tested.

ship or there win not Other the 
Grenadians win be free to choose a 
new government or they wfll not 
And either the constitutional pro- 
cesses bequeathed to Grenada by the 
British will be observed or they win 
not And if any of this does happen in 
Grenada, h will be far more than has 
happened since 1968 in Chechoslova- 
kia, or since 1979 in Afghanistan. 

All the Grenadian operation has in 
common with recent Soviet enforce- 
ments of the so-called Brezhnev doc- 
trine is the unpleasant use of military 
force. If force per se is to be con- 
demned, if the legitimacy of its nse 
under international law has nothing 
to do with intent or result, then it is 
anarchy merely disguised as law. 

If a surprise action does the job, 
and if the operation repairs violated 
law and older in the Eastern Caribbe- 
an, what compelling arguments will 
be left to the preachers of an empty 
legalism?

Letter From Madrid; No Joy Over EC Tfreaklhroiigh’ 


ADRID — The European me- 
dia, with well-meaning glee, re- 


M 

ported recently that the European 
Community had made a break- 
through in its drive lo bring Spain 
and Portugal into the trade bloc by 
settling a two-year dispute over agri- 
culture in Southern Europe. That 
perception is a far cry from the reac- 
tion in Spain. 

The view here is that Spain has 
effectively been priced out of an eco- 
nomically rewarding entry into the 
EC, and that France has pulled the 
coup it had long been preparing. 

The “breakthrough*' mentioned in 
the dispatches took place in a meet- 
ing of EC agricultural ministers in 
Luxembourg. They “adjusted their 
olive oil, fruit and vegetable subsidy 
program and agreed to a common 
negotiating stance in farm talks next 
year with Spain and Portugal" This 
should make it possible for the EC to 
present a formal dossier on farm 
trade to Spain and Portugal before 
the end of the year. 

But that is little cause for excite- 
ment, according to Spanish econo- 
mists and government officials. What 
was missing in the reports from Lux- 
embourg was the fine print, the de- 
tails on the agreement on fruits and 
vegetables reached by the 10 EC na- 
tions. And the agreement poses mia- 
ous conditions on Spain. 

Die Luxembourg agreement places 
an added import tax, which will range 
between 8 and 20 percent, on fruit 
and vegetable exports to the EC from 
other countries, including Spain. This 
heavy tax would be applied to Span- 
ish produce for at least four years 
after Spain became a member of the 
EC, since France has succeeded in 
imposing its condition of a protract- 
ed integration period for Spanish 
agriculture. 

Fruits and vegetables are not the 
only Spanish products competitive in 
the EC —but there is not mnch else. 
The French government, in hying to 
keep its threatened southern farmers

happy, has been adamant in its po- 
licy . That means protecting expensive 
French produce — and in the process 
European consumers wiD be hurt and 
Spanish exports will be priced out of 
the market. The French Socialist gov- 
ernment's sensitivity to the farm vote 
has its precedents — Valor Giscard 
(FEstaing and Raymond Bane also 
protected their southern fanners. 

The large, potentially rich Spanish 
market would seem to offer more 
opportunities than drawbacks to the 
French — at least in some sectors. 
But Normandy dairy farmers and Ly- 
ons electronics manufacturers, who 
stand to benefit from EC enlarge- 
ment, are not organized into power- 
ful, demonstrative lobbies like the 
fanners. And Paris governments have 


not shown much political win to go 
beyond the lobbyists’ demands. 

What would be a mixed sacrifice 
for France may be a national catas- 
trophe for Spain. Farm produce is 
one of the scarce sources of hard 
currency for tins country in the midst 
of & deep recession. Even under the 
best conditions, EC membership 
would exact & to& from Spain as it 
struggles to adapt its economy — a 
process, by the way. which has been 
unduly delayed and should begin in 
earnest even before Spain eaters the 
EC. But soch considerations seem 
academic in the light of i m pe n d ing 
damage to Spanish agriculture.

NEW YORK. — Most new companies are satisfied 
to begin life with a nest egg counted in thousands, or 
perhaps nriffions, of dollars. On Jan. 1, with the 
breakup of American Telephone and Telegraph Co„ 
seven new companies will spring forth fuDy formed, 
each with nearly $20 bQHon in assets and $10 biffloo in 
revenue.

Exports for September went up 
4.6 percent to $17.4 trillion and 
imports dropped 2.6 percent to

reflection of the U.S. economic re- 
covery. 

The sbort-tenn drop in imports 
reflected both a slight decline in toe 
cost of imported oil and & tempo- 
rary slowdown in deliveries ot Jap- 
anese cars and autos manufactured 
id Canadian plants. 

Exports of manufactured goods, 
primarily aircraft and auto parts, 
increased 3.1 percent to $11.2 bil- 
fion, the report said.

Mr. Feldstem placed primary 
blame on the strength of the dollar.

“It’s not a question of there be- 
ing regulated markets and competi- 
tive markets,” said William G.

The balance-of -payments sur- 
plus came on an lmndjnctwt cur- 
rent-account surplus of $2.68 bfl- 
liom, up from surpluses of 1.46 
bOHon a year earlier and SI 37 bil- 
lion in August. The current ac- 
count, which includes trade in mer- 
chandise and services «nd certain 
fin a nc ia l transactions, has been in 
surplus by more than $2 bflSoa in 
three of the last four ynontiw 
Seasonally adjusted, the Septem- 
ber balance of payments was in 
deficit by $406 million, from a sur- 
plus of $651 million in August The 
adjusted current-account surplus 
feB t o $136 bOHon in September 
from 52-QS trillion in August. 

The balance of trade measures a 
country’s exports and imports of 
physical merchandise. 

The seasonally adjusted trade 
surplus feD to $2.64 b illio n in Sep- 


tember from $3.13 billion in Au- 
gust. 

Tbe unadjusted current-account 
surplus was the second-highest on 
record, as was toe mer- 

chandise trade surplus of 5337 bil- 
lion, up from $2.45 billion in Au- 
gust and $2.44 billion a year earlier. 

The huge current-account sur- 
plus was partially offset by a wider 
deficit in long-term capital flows, 
producing a smaller unadjusted 
balance-of-payments surplus than 
a year earlier.

BRASILIA — The government 
has published another wage-cut- 
ting law — the fifth this year — 
with a stem warning that Brazil's 
recession-riddled society could 
make no further concessions to for- 
eign bankers. 

Government leaders said they 
were confident that the new law 
would win enough support among 
government party dissiden ts and a 
minor rightist opposition g r oupi ng 
to gain congressional approval. 

Each society has its own limit 
for supporting sacrifices,” Labor 
Minister Murillo Macedo said 
Thursday after right hours of nego- 
tiations betwee n pro-government 
politicians and ministers who d«>l 
with the economy. 

“Our creditors must understand 
that this is the maximum for us,” he 
said, warning that “any greater sac- 
rifice would create an unsuppon- 
able situation.” 

While the government fights to 
enact potides that will reduce per- 
cent inflation, now at a rate of 
about 175 percent, foreign bankers 
and the International Monetary 
Fund have suspended mulubfflion- 
dollar loans thqt Brazil desperately 
needs to carry an until it can red- 
nance its S9Q-biBion foreign debt. 

The new wage law, which took 
immediate effect but required rati- 


fication by both bouses of the con- 
gress within 60 legislative days, re- 
tained sliding-scale cuts introduced 
earlier to limit future six-month in- 
creases to a percentage of past in- 
flation, but reduced the overall se- 
verity of the cuts from 80 percent of 
the official inflation index to about 
87 percent for the work force as a 
whole, the government said. 

The more than two-thirds of 
workers who earn up to $35 a week 
will receive higher indexing. There 
was also protection for mortgage 
payers and pensioners. The top rate 
of income tax rose from 55 percent 

to 60 parent 

PohtkaJ sources said the law was 
drawn up after President Jo&o Bap- 
tism Figuriredo ordered Wanning 
Minister Antonio Delftm Netto to 
accept some of the demands of gov- 
ernment party dissidents to “go 
easier on the middle class” and so 
help win congressional approval. 

“If this law is not approved, then 
we will have serious difficulties 
with the international financial 
community,” Mr. Macedo said. 

The government party’s leader in 
the Chamber of Deputies, Nelson 
Marchezan, said he hoped to gain 
enough support to push the law 
through before next month’s IMF 
board meeting, which will either 
release or continue withholding 
loans for Brazil.

T [ HOUGH Laura Z. Hobson is famous for hav- 
ing written the best-seller about anti-semitism 
“Gentlemen’s Agreement,” her autobiography 
shows that this was only a small part of her achieve- 
ment. At a time when the worid sensed to be a 
dosed corporation managed by men, she carved out 
a career for herself by being stubborn, tireless, 
resourceful and smart Yet she never became hard- 
edged or ruthless as some career women, not imnat - 
uraDy, did. On the evidence of "Laura Z,” die was, 
and is, what used to be called “a good person," an 
expression we now tend to give an ironical inflec- 
tion, as if it were equivalent to belonging to a mildly 
fanatical religious sect 

Quite a few autobiographies are published these 
days by people whose lives hardly seem to have 
warranted them. Some of these books are rational- 
ized by their style, for almost any life is interesting if 
it’s written with enough style. Hobson’s “Laura Z,” 
however, makes comparatively little effort in the

direction of style. She has so much to say about her

She was bom in 1900 in New York City and soon 
moved to Long Island, where her father bmftasmall 
two-story house whose outside stairway was. ac- 
cording to Hobson, put cm “backwards," running 
from the roar to the front, instead of the other way ' 
around. Perhaps this was a form of protest on the 
part of her father, who had been a political prisoner 
in Russia and was now editor of the Jewish Daily 
Forward. Lama, though, was conventional enough , 
or American enough at the time to be profoundly 
embarrassed by their eccentric stairway and for the 
rest of her life, she seemed to be dedicated to putting 
things straight 

At her first job as a cub copywriter, she met Tom 
Meant, who had had a story published in ILL 
Mencken's Smart Set magazine. Before lon g, they 
were living together in Greearwich Village, an act so 
daring in their dude that they had to pretend to be 
married. Mount took a year off to write while Laura 
supported him a classically deluded experiment 
— and when this failed, he went off to Tabid. 

In 15130, the author of “Laura TP married Francis 
Thayer Hobson, a vice-president of a small publish- 
ing house. Husband and wife augmented their mod- 
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est income by collaborating on Westerns at SSOO 
each. When Hobson left Laura for another woman, 
she turned her hand to ma garfrm promotion. 

While it’s difficult to assess Hobson’s talent as a 
novelist, she was certainly a Banos as a writer of 
advertising. When she told Henry Lace that the 
promotion for Time magazine was pompous, he 
grudgingly hired her to i mprov e on it And she 
certainly did. Her copy had a tightness, a precision 
and a direct emotional appeal that some readers 
may find misong in her novels. 

Unlike many autobiographical writers who were 
intimate with famous people, Hobson is not much 
given to gossip. Yet, since she is writing about her 
Bfe, she can hardly avoid a few eyebrow-raising 
anecdotes. In one of these, Clare Boothe Brokaw 
asked Hobson to undress in her presence. After five 
pregnancies and four miscarriages, Mrs. Brokaw 
said, she wanted to see what a well- 
preserved body looked like. She was planning , she 
explained, to have her own figure “fixed,” so that 
she could be “perfect for Han/’ [Luce]. 

Twice engaged to many Ralph Ingersofl, then 
publisher of Time, Hobson describes his leaving her 
practically at the altar in order to give his full 
attention to the newspaper PM, which he was about 
to edit Later. 

When Hobson sketched out the plot of the novd- 
in-progress that was to become “Gentleman's 
Agreement," Dorothy Thompson, the crusading 
foreign correspondent, was pessimistic. So was 
Richard Simon, the publisher of Hobson's first 
novel, “The Trespassers ” As she points out, we may 
have forgotten that in 1930s and '40s, Time coda 
refer to France’s premier as “Jew Blum,” and that 
Represen taive John Rankin, after describing the 
columnist Walter Winchdl as a “little kike" while 
addressing the House, could be roundly applauded. 

For Hobson, anti-Semitism in the United States, 
though generally denied in polite circles, was ail too 
real and she persisted with her book She still 
wanted the stairways in her country to run in the 
right direction. The book, and the movie with Greg- 
ory Peck, made her rich and famous. Kit while 
“Gentleman's Agreement" was an important story 
for its time, “Laura Z" is a better one/Whfle truth is 
no longer stranger than fiction, it is sometimes 
stronger.

“I can't wait for my gun cata- 
log,” I said. 

“Right now there’s a slight kick- 
er in the b3L If you order it by mad, 
the buyer and the seller have to 
meet face to face before you can 
make a deal.” 

“How can I do that, if I live in 
Washington and the dealer is in 
Dallas, Texas?” 

Dabney grinned. “It won’t be 
easy. That’s why we’re not fighting 
that part oF the bUL" 

“How else will the law be 
changed?" 

“The bill provides that no re- 
cords have to be kept when a weap- 
on is sold from one person to a 
party in another state; A lot of 
people were reluctant to buy hand- 
guns in the past because they were 
afraid the police would know they 
had one.

“Another good thing that could 
come out of this bill is thar the 
administration wants to permit li- 
censed dealers to sell their wares at 
gun shows. Now they can only dis- 
play them." 

“Gun show attendance should 
rocket.”

'Doonesbury’ 


B.D. and the Rest of the Trudeau Gang 
Are Warming Up for Broadway

N EW YORK — It has Duke, 
student of controlled sub- 
stances and Ac framer governor 
of Samoa.

Along with Mike, Marie, Hon- 
ey and Roland Hedley Jr., they’re 
all coming to Broadway next 
month in a new musical. 


The show is “Doonesbury,” 
now in a Boston warmup run. It is 
based rat Gariy Trudeau’s popu- 
lar. satirical, topical and, for the 
time being, on-kave cartoon strip 
of the same n* *n**, The 
begins previews at the Bfitmore 
Theatre in New York an Nov. 3 
and opens Nov. 13. 

This is sot Trudeau’s Gust ef- 
fort outside the world of syndi- 
cated cartoonery. In 1977, he and 
others cooked up an animated 
television special based on the 
strip. But James Walsh, the pro- 
ducer of the musical, said the 
Broadway-bound “Doonesbury” 
was not at all like the TV show. 

“As a matter of fact one of the 
things we wanted to do from the 
start was a 'book' show” — with a 
beginning, a middle and an end 


— “and not sketches, not little 
cartoon cutouts doing jokes and 
gags.” Walsh said. 

“The book uses the Doones- 
bury characters, obviously, but it 
isn’t stuff that’s been in die strip 
before. It’s all new.” 

The musical is set at Walden, 
the counterculture Mimmnff rfr af 
was the starting point fra the strip 
when it began in 1970. Only 30 
newspapers carried “Doones- 
bury" then. Last year, when 723 
papas were running it, Trudeau 
said he was temporarily shutting 
it down in January to take a 
breather. 

He has been busy in the mean- 
time. He wrote the musicafs 
book and lyrics, with Elizabeth 
(“Runaways”) Swados contribut- 
ing the score.

The Pulitzer Prize-winning car- 
toonist, who is married to Jane 
Pauley, co-bast of NBCs “To- 
day” show, is the JJX Salinger of 
bis craft — be does interviews 
about as often as the sun rises in 
the West So Walsh, an articulate, 
neatly dressed New York stage 
veteran who hails from Denver, 
has been pressed into service to 
talk up the new show. 

The musical, with a cast of 11 
and a budget of $2 million, began 
as a workshop project and has 
been in the works for five years. 
Walsh said. 

The show picks up where the 
strip left off — with Joanie Cau- 
cus and her new baby, and with 
many of the Walden inmates fi- 
nally fenced to graduate f ro m 
college and otherwise face the re- 
alities of adult life, the producer 
said. 

Walsh’s wife, Juliette Taylor, a 
filmcasting director, picked the 
players — not an easy task, 
Walsh noted. The idea was to get 
actors who resembled the charac- 
ters in “Doonesbury," he says, 
and “that was probably one of 
the roughest things to do. to get 
people who can dance, sing and 
act, and look like those charac- 
ters. 

“My wife and 1 worked a long 
time on it, had fights at home and

after about five months I think 
we assembled a rather good cast.

Walsh originally tried to book 
“Doonesbury" in New Haven, 
Connecticut, where, as an under- 
graduate, Tnidean began car- 
tooning in the Yale Drily News. 

“I though it’d be fun to tiy it 
out there, but unfortunately they 
couldn't get the theater ready in 
dine,” Walsh said. “So we moved 
it to Boston. But Boston is a great 
market lor the show, not just be- 
cause of the 300,000 students liv- 
ing in die area, but ivwmw the 
strip was carried up there and 
people are very wired into it,” 

“Doonesbury,” two-thuds of 
whose costs will be financed by 
the theater division of Universal 
Studios, marks Walsh’s debat at 
the helm of a Broadway musical 
But he has worked off and on 


Broadway for 22 years, produc- 
ing for Jose Quintero in 1964, 
mounting the fast p ro d uc ti on erf 
Norman Mailer’s “The Deer 
Park" and, most recently, saving 
as general manager far the Broad- 
way hits “Banmrn” and “Lena 
Home: The Lady and Her Mu- 
sic.” In all, he estimated he has 
produced or general-managed 60 
shows. 

Walsh said he had originally 
intended to write shows when he 
was a student at the Umwenity of 
Cafifonua in Los Angeles, where 
he created sketches and then a 
musical in which he also acted. 
But he gave it aD up for a bdrind- 
scenes career when he came to 
New Yarit in the early 1960s and 
got a job as an assist an t house 
manager at the Metropolitan Op- 
era. He has never been tempted to 
play the typewriter again, be said. 

“No, I wasn’t a very good writ- 
er. I got by in college, but since 
I've met real writers I know what 
the real difference is.”
